the Pope. was there the leſt ſuſpition of any trouble 
to appear. The truth, of rhis prediction, 
Germany found thirty years afterwards, 
and ſhall yer findethe burden of the pro- . 
phecy to grow upon her with greater vie 
olence And indeed what part is there 
inExrope,which doth now enjoy ſo'great 
a Peace as Germany did at that time ? two 
years afterwards - Kotrerus brought this 
Revelacion- to the chief Mapiltrate of

T his Univerſall crouble, to be all che 
world over,was _ prefaged by himan 
the year. 1620, en-there wasa Peace 
every where but in Bohemia: he prefaged 
that a time will-come, when many-thoy- 
ſands of Horſe ſhould march from cheEaſt 
to the North, and from the North tothe 
Welt, into the upper parts of Germany ; 
and chac the Army ſhould be divided into _ 
ſeven bodies, according to the number of 
the Commanders. 

He ſhewed what would be the event of 
that moſt bloody war ; which is; that - 
God, according to his mercy, wiſedome, 
& power ſhould wonderfully glorifie his The pres 
Name by the Converſion of th Gentiles, Twk.to be 
& that this Converſion ſhould admirably 4 Convert 
begin wich a great Monarch of the Eaſt, pot 
whole example ( he himſelfe being the in Garand 
molt eminent perſon on the Earth) other ny, and to 
Nations ſhould follow with him;notwithe twa Chris 
fanding by reafon ofthis great infirmicy, ſtian,

'- He proceeds, by foretelling what will 
be the ſucceſfe by the Archievements of 
thele Warriours, which is, thar'bytheir 
- valour the Moon and the Lyon'ſhall re- 
 ceive a greater ſplendour. By'che Moon, 
mc commonly the Church is under- 
ſtood, and ſometimes more particularly 
ſome principal defender ofit: Moreover, 
theſe men of War ſhall overthrow a cer- 
tain Tree,wonderful for its height, that 
is to lay, ſome great Houſe, or Prince, 
moſt eminent for the preſent , and'more 
conſpicious than all orbers , as was the 
Tree of Nebachadnezuar. 

That which is ſpoken of the converſion 
of the Gentiles, or the Nauons, is farther 
illoftrared by the Embleme of a Bell of a 
{tupendious magnitude, whoſe Sound 
was/heard over all theEarth;, That %, 
Te Goſpel ſhall be preached unto all 
Nations : And, tothe hearins ot God's 
Word, men arecommonly called by the 
ſound of a Bell.

Parallels to theſe three wonders, are 
thoſe three things , which follow in this 
Prophecy. 

1- The Firſt, there (ball be taken from 
the Beaſt his ſight and underſtanding, 

2. Secondly, his ſtrength, power, and 
pride ſhall be raken from him, 

3. Thirdly , his glory and ſplendor 
ſhall periſh. 

It is moſt certain, that by the Beaſt, the 
Empire of Germany is underſtood , as is 
expreſly to be ſcen,in the tenth chapter of 
this Prophecy ver. 40, 41, 42. But the 
taking away of the ſight and underſtand» 
ing of this Beaſt was fulfilled from the 
year1620,to the year 1630 by the perpe- 
rual victories of Ferdinand the ſecond:for 
after theloſs ofPrague,Mansfield,parlach, 
Karmonr, Bethlem Gabor,the King of Den- 
mark, che Duke of Weymar, and whoſoe- 
ver elſe did oppoſe him, did only ſerve to 
make his Conqueſts the more illuſtrious, 
with which being puffed up be made War 
upon theConſciences of men, by impoſing 
on them to follow and believe, that whic 
they.ought not to give conſent unto:ano- 
ther blindneſs was, that in the year 1630 
he-undertook a Warre in Ttaly, ee 
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he madethe King of France his enemy ; 
and to. ithis pertains the judgemetir of a 
great Baron of Moravia ( though: other»: 
wiſe a great friend and follower .of the. 
Emperours ) made of him when ever he 
heard, that his forces had taken Prague : 
This ( ſaid he ) will be the beginning of 
the Ruine of the Houſe of, Auſtria. 1 he: 
ſanders by inquiring after che meanitig” 
of this paradox he made anſwer co them; ' 
IT am not ignorant how inſolextly the Houſe. 
of Auſtria do abuſe their viftories,' which 
other Princes will not indare ; neither. Gid- 
himfelf ,. if he ſhall go about to oppoſe hu 
Church. |

Bur herein the error of the Millenaries, 
concerning the bodily return of. Chriſt, 
and his reigning on earth 1n his own Per» 
ſort before the end of the World, is to be 


reproved : In the ſame manner,the bodily. 


reſurreftion of the Martyrs and of there- 
ſtoring of the Kingdom of Feraſaters, and, 
other carnall Pomps and delights (accor- 
ding'unto the dreams of the Fews and of 


Cermthus) are to be rejeted; Neverthe- - 


lefle, that Chriſt ſhall reign here in his 
Power, and the Goſpel of Truth be moſt 


gloriquſly propagated., may appear in 


many places of the holy Text. 

Having given you ſome light, for the 
better underſtanding of theſe Prophets, 
before we deſcend unto the Prophecies 
themſelves : ' we ſhall in this place , - give 
you a brief account of their Lives , as we 
have received it from Comevins,who hath 
beenelaborare in them. We ſhall begin

T he Life and Prophecies of Chris 
_  Ropher Korterus. 


"He Miniſters ofthe Reformed Chur» 
ches of Bohemia, being baniſhed from 
thence, in the year 1624, by the Ediftof 
Ferdinand the ſecond,at that time Empe» 
rour of Germany; Johannes Gomenins,who 
compiled this Hiſtory of theſe three Pro= 
phets, was forced toforſake his Charge of 
the Miniſtery of the Goſpell in Bohemia , 
and to flic for his Religion and hisCon- 
ſcience, into Sileſia, which at that time, 
was famous, for her Charity to the true 
ofeſlors of the Goſpel of Chriſt. Here 
e firſt underſtood, of the Viſions and 
Prophecies of Chrifopher Ketterus , tO 
which at the firſt, he gave more wonder 
than belief; but being much incoura 
and comforted to underſtand thereby, 
what great deliverance God, in«his good 
time, would give unto.his Church, he de- 
termined with himſelf ro empoly more 
' time 
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time and CircumſpeQtion in examining 
the truth of che Propher, and his prophe= 
cies, to which purpoſe. having acquainted 
himſelf with divers Reverend Divines, 
he communicated this bufineſle to them, 
which ſo ſtrangely did affeQt him: and be- 
ing more fully ſatisfied by-them of rhe 
cruth of it, he tranſlated the Copy of the 
Viſions and Prophecies intd theBohemian 
tongue; which not long afterwards, 'for 
the Novelty and Wonder of it, was'tran« 
ſlated. by another , inro the German 
rongue. , In-the mean time Comenins, 
underſtanding that Kotterns lived at that 
timein a City called Sprotta,, which.was 
notfar from the place where he did lead 
a baniſhed life, he reſolved with himſelf 
to make a journey on purpoſe thirher, to 
be better informed of the'Man, and his 
Revelations. | 

Being come to FSprotta in Si/tfia, he 
found the Houfe , but could not find the 
perſon of Kotreras ,' for, at that time, he 
was ſent for to Berlin by Willhelmas, 
Prince Kle&or, and Marqueſs of Brangen- 
bargh,- who being much affeted arihis 
Prophecies, was tranſported with a deli=- 
cate deſire to' ſee him , + He was/there 
C 3 ſtrictly 
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ſrily examined by Pelargus, Superattens. 
aaut General of the Churches of the whole

Bur he being taken out of the world, \ 
Kotterzs not long afterwards was taken 
out of priſon;and being ſentenced to ſtand 
in publick on a marker day with a paper 
on his forehead to ſhew the nature of his 
offence, as a falſe Prophet, he became a 
| ſpectacle to the'whole City, for the ſpace 
. of an hour, which being expired, one of 
the Officers brought him unto: the Gates 
of the City, and commanded him to come 
no more into it, nor into any other place - 
inthe Dominions of che Empire,under the 
pains of death. ; 
He departed thereforeinto Lajainget

EleQor of Saxony, were he ſpent the reſt 
of his Life jwich' his Wife and Family in 
great 0277 Mi wu was trant{Jared unto 
a better Lite in the year 1647.

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T he Viſions and Revelations of Chriſtopher 
Kotrerus, concerning the ruine of the Ro= 
man Empire, together with the Pope of 
Rome. 


N the 11. day of Fane. inthe year of 

our Lord 1616, there firſt of all ap- 
peared an Angel inthe ſhape of a man to 
Kotterns as he was going forth , and: ſaid 
unto him , Friend, ſtay a lsttle, [muſt de» 
liver ſomething to you , which you-mnſt de- 
clare tothe Eccleſiaſtical and Civil Magi- 
ſtrates. Kotterus, being amazed at this 
Summons and knowing not what to. ſay, 
the Angel proceeded and told him, That 
the Anger of God was kindled againſt Man- 
kind, and that in fury he haftened to mflift 
puniſhment on them, unleſſe they repented, & 
above all things , he will pzniſh them for 
their Pride and Impurity,, and for the con- 
tempt of God, and of bis Word. Having 
| ipoke 
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ſpoke theſe words , the Angel vaniſhed” 
from his ſight; but five days afterwards he 
appeared tq him again, and repeated the 
ſame things. 

T he ſecond Viſion in the year 1619. 
April 14. 

But Kotterws, being overcome by the. 
counſel of ſome of his friends , who per. 
ſwaded him co the ir ye oh the Angel 
appeared to him again in the fame form 
as before, and demanded 0f him, 7f he had 
performed what he had. commanded him ?

{pers of leaves blown by the wind, of whom 
indeed you ſhall receive a threefold cenſure ? 
1. Some of them ſhall threaten you. 2. Some 
of them ſhall admire you. And 3ly. Others 
ſhall give no regard wuto you. But do you 
take bred that you lay not ſuch things to your 
heart. 

After this, the Spirit began to inform 
him , that the face of the preſent Times 
was partly cleer , and-partly s/oway, Cleer 
and joyful, becauſe they are the Times of 
Grace , in which the light of the Divine 
Truth, bath ſhined upon men with ſo pure 
a ſplendour, Cloudy and ſorrowful', be 
cauſe mea refuſeco ſee this light, and had 
rather have their hearts darkned with Er- 
reurs and Infidelity, - At the laſt, he pro- 
nounced, Vnleſſe that men do earneſtly re= 
ſolve , ant endeavour ts amend them{elver, 
GOD will moſt grievouſly puniſh them with 
Fire, Sword, Famine, and Peſtulence. 
And giving hisright hand ro Kotterus, he 
admoniſhed him to put off all Fear , for 
no evill ſhould come unto him ; and af-

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word to perfopm it , and having ſaid ſo, he! 
vaniſhed away. | Koteras being left alone. 
ſtood ſill at firſt, as-being loſt, in a great:

the whore, and thoſe that ſhall be found 
to be refraRory ſhall be put to death 
without mercy, for I will not haye the 
leaſt root left of the Papal Doftrine in 
any Nation. And after the deſtru&ion 
of the Beaſt, I will that there be but One 
Order and Government of the Church 
amongſt all Nations, and that che Mini- 
ſters of the Goſpel be One-in Life and 
Do&rine, and Rites of Diſpline, and 
thatthe Biſhops and Paſtors haye Wives, 
and that confiderable maintenance in 
every Church be provided for them,&c, 

- Thechief ſcope of all theſe Revelations 
heing to invite men toatrend the judge- 
ments of God in his puniſhments of the 
fins ofthe world,and ro be worthy of his 
metcies, which in this laſt Age he will 
pour fourth on all mankind, 1t will be- 
come us mutually to admoniſh one ano= 
ther to repentance, and to increaſe our 
4 Faith in the promiſes of God,arid to in- 
* flameour mutual charity topray for one 
{ another, & all for all, that we may all be _ 
made partakers of ſo unſpeakable a mer-
